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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nagatsuma et al. 

Nagatsuma et al discloses a first microprocessor processing the satellite signals 
to generate first data comprising at least a current position, a displacement, a velocity 
and an altitude of a user and a communication interface (abstract); a second 
microprocessor receiving the first data transmitted through the communication interface 
from the first microprocessor (fig. 2), an exercise detection module adapted to detect at 
least one exercise signal of the user and generating second data in response thereto, 
the second data being transmitted to the second microprocessor; and a display 
electrically coupled to the second display the first and second data, microprocessor to 
selectively (abstract).

Nagatsuma et al further disclose a step counter (abstract), a velocity/acceleration 
sensor (abstract), the second data generated by the exercise detection module is 
transmitted to the second microprocessor through an electrical wire (fig. 2), the second 
data generated by the exercise detection module is transmitted by a wireless transmitter 
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circuit connected to the exercise detection module and received by a wireless receiving 
circuit connected to the second microprocessor ((fig. 2). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Fedrigon et al disclose an interactive exercise pad having a step 
counter and utilizing a GPS system. 

Kaufman et al disclose an electronic exercise system having a step counter and 
a GPS system. 

Fry discloses a sports computer with GPS receiver and performance tracking 
capabilities.
